Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest a soldering flux as recited by claim 1 , particularly 
the flux comprises 0.1-70 mass percent of the organic acid selected from rosins and 
carboxylic acid anhydrides, 5-40 mass percent of the solvent, and the total of 10-95 
mass percent of the thermosetting resin and the curing agent. Also, the method of 
using the above flux for soldering is not taught by the prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
